sacre 370 persons had been k'.lled and 
700 wounded in the outskirts of the 
city since last Sunday. The massacre 
followed the surrender of the city to 
the Shah's forces. 


St. Petersburg, July 3—-After hold- 


ing the city against repeated attacks 
of the Shah's infantry and cavalry for 
two days, the 
revolutionists 
today 


surrendered Tabriz 
and the Shah's

30, were estimated by tne Wall street 
Journal today to amount to $2,477,- 
as compared with last year.' The net 
'304,656, a decrease of $108,608,346 
eamings ot the railroads are estimat- 
ed at $718,542,578, a decrease of 
$121,273,302. 
These 
estimates are 


based on the earnings of 105 of the 
leading railroads for three months or 
more. The paper estimates also that 
during May and June the gross re 
ceipts of the rftilroads are showing a 
net loss at the rate of $600,000,000 
a }ear in gross and of $200,000,000 
in net earnings.
